Lincoln Cachet By 
Old Kentucky Scouts 


A special Abraham Lincoln cachet 
will be issued by the Scouts of Old 
Kentucky Home Council on May 31 
to commemorate a Lincoln Trail 
hike observance. Covers will carry 
an artistic cachet, appropriate to the 
occasion. The 1c beardless Lincoln 
stamp will be used, canceled with 
the distinctive 1959 Lincoln Sesqui- 
centennial cancellation used by the 
Hodgenville, Ky. post office. 

Several thousand Scouts and Ex- 
plorers from across the nation will 
hike the historic trail from Knob 
Creek to Hodgenville. This trail, 
sponsored by Order of the Arrow 
campers, winds through the valleys 
and hills where Lincoln spent his 
boyhood. 

Collectors may order covers from 
Lincoln Trail Cachet, Boy Scouts of 
America, 431 W. Liberty St., Louis- 
ville 2, Ky. at 15c each, seven for $1. 
A limited number of plate block 
covers will be available on a ‘‘first 
come, first served’ basis at 40c 
each. Checks or money orders should 
be drawn to Old Kentucky Home 
Council, BSA. Cover orders should 
reach the Scout office not later than 
Monday, May 25.

Two Classics On 
“Inter posta” Pair 


Two early German classics are 
featured respectively on the 10 pfen- 
nigs plus 5pf. and 20pf. plus 10pf. 
semipostals to be released by Ger- 
many May 22 to mark the interna- 
stamp exhibition 
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Both new adhesives are similarly 
inscribed with two vertical lines o 
text at the left, and one at the right, 
of the principal design. They read 
“Mai 1959 Postwertzeichen Aus- 
stellung ‘Interposta’”’ and ‘‘Deut- 
sche Bundespost’”’ respectively, in 
all capital letters. Values are at bot- 
tom center in each case. 

Designs are the work of Arthur 
Schraml, Munich, with engraving by 
Jans Joachim Fuchs and Egon 
Falz, respectively, for the two items. 
Printing is a combination of steel 
engraving and offset, by the Federal 
Printing Office, Berlin. 

The 10pf. plus 5pf. is brown and 
green on light gray, while the high 
value is red and red brown on the 
same light gray. The edition is 2,- 
500,000 sets, on the usual white 
“DBP” wmk paper. Sales will con- 
tinue through November 30, with 
validity through 1960, according to 
the German Postal Department’s bul- 
letin.

| World Airmail Show 
August In Cologne 


An International Airmail Exhibi- 
tion ‘‘LUPOSTA’’, organized by the 
German Aero Philatelist’s Club, wiil 
be held in Cologne, Germany, Au- 
gust 21-30. The big event will note 
1959 as a most important year in the 
commemorative history of aviation. 


It was in 1889, 70 years ago, that 
Otto Lilienthal made gliding flight a 
practical science. Fifty years ago, in 
1909, the first aviation meeting was 
held at Rheims, France and the 
first Channel crossing in an aero. 
plane was made by Bleriot. 


The year 1919, 40 years ago, was a 
memorable one in aviation history, 
as it was then that Sir John Alcock 
and Sir Arthur Whitten-Brown made 
the first successful trans-Atlan- 
tic nonstop airplane flight. This 
year also saw the double Atlantic 
crossing — first lighter-than-air At- 
lantic flight made by Major G. H. 
Scott in the British Airship R34 as 
well as the first flight from England 
to Australia by Sir Ross Smith. 


It was 35 years ago, in 1924, that 
the United States Army made its 
first round-the-world flight, followed 
five years later, in 1929, by the air- 
ship Graf Zeppelin with its epoch- 
making globe girdling tour. In 1939, 
20 years ago, the first jet aircraft 
was flown by Heinkel, and in this 
same year, the United States inau- 
gurated, its trans-Atlantic airmail 
service. : 


The exhibition will also coincide 
with the issuance the same week of 
the United States 7c ‘“‘Balloon Jupi- 
ter’? airmail stamp commemorating 
the 100th anniversary of the first 
“‘airmail’’ to be carried in the bal- 
loon Jupiter at Lafayette, Ind. by 
John Wise and John La Mountain.

Never have I heard so many com- 
plaints about catalog listings as 


about those given in the Scott Cata- 
logs for the past two years. It has, 
in some quarters, been considered 
good clean sport to lambast Scott 
Publications for some of the glaring 
deficiencies in its reference  vol- 
umes. Scott has earned its lumps— 
however, this corner has never seen 
fit to make a project of adding a 
few more here and there. 

I do think it time that the firm 
takes a searching look at its opera- 
tions and its product, and do some- 
thing to correct the various things 
for which it has been criticized. 
Some of them have to do with its 
choice of color designations; its 
reluctance to change a listing or in- 
formation even when irrefutable evi- 
dence points to an error; and an un- 
willingness to include data of inter- 
est to collectors, to name a few. 

The biggest gripe, and in a way 
it is the smallest of small potatoes, 
is the Scott reluctance to be practi- 
cal and foresighted about the num- 
bering of issued stamps. Many of 
you know that the numbers for cer- 
tain U. S. stamps in the 1959 Volume 
I, are not like those for the identical 
ones in the 1959 U.S. Specialized. 
The Liberty Series which should all 
be collected in one place is spread 
apart and causes hunting which is 
entirely unecessary. 

One could say to a griper, “Well, 
if you don’t like the Scott Catalog, 
get some other one.” 

It isn’t that easy since the Scott 
books are an institution on which a 
great deal of the orderliness of 
stamp collecting in the United States 
depends. The merchandising and 
classification of stamps are almost 
exclusively based on its numbers of 
identification. 

Scott Publications is going to have 
to get over its phlegmatic attitude, 
get in tune with the times, or suf- 
fer extinction. The public will only 
go along so far with an institution 
— when it stops being important or 
useful it is tossed to the wolves — 
more appropriately in this instance, 
to the silverfish. 

Fortunately for collectors in the 
United States, they do have a sec- 
ond catalog on which to depend, the 
““American’’, concerned with U. S. 
issues, a product of Minkus Publi- 
cations. Minkus also produces a two- 
volume world-wide set of catalogs, 
as well as some just announced sec- 
tional ones which deal exclusively 
with certain countries or areas of 
the world. 

The American, while not nearly 
as specialized and handy a refer- 
ence book as the Scott, has every- 
thing 95 per cent of those interested 
in United States issues want to 
know. It further has important in- 
formation and ease of use which the 
older book never has had. 

The Scott Catalogs are still the 
most important books available to 
us because the Scott numbers are 
used almost exclusively by collec- 
tors and dealers. I think it is that 
factor alone which is keeping them 
in use. 

Unless Scott Publications starts 
getting on the ball, but quick and 
good, Minkus Publications is going 
to take over the catalog field in this 
country. It hasn’t been too long ago 
that Scott albums were’ what most 
everyone used in which to mount 
stamps. That isn’t so today simply 
because the firm did not care to, 
or was not in a position to, give good 
service in producing the supple- 
ments on a yearly basis, and revis- 
ing when necessary. Minkus Publi- 
cations has gained the ‘lion’s share’’ 
of the former Scott album trade by 
making desirable merchandise and 
ee it ready when collectors want 
i 


Given the break of more lethargy 
on the part of Scotts, Minkus will 
put them out of the catalog business. 
Then some of the old-timers will 
rally around a table in a bistro 
somewhere and cry in their respec- 
tive beers over the passing of an 
ancient institution. 

But it won’t be a passing exactly 
— it'll be suicide!

A book which does not tie in with 
stamps directly, but which might be 
of interest to ‘“‘philatelic railroad- 
ers’’ can be gotten from Washing- 
ton. The title is “The First Quar- 
ter-century of Steam Locomotives 
in North America’’. It has 112 pages 
and is profusely illustrated. 

It provides a complete catalog of 


the locomotive collection of the Unit- 
ed States National Museum. Au- 
thored by the Curator of Land Trans- 
portation of the Museum, it de- 
scribes and pictures relics and repli- 
eas of such historic old steam loco- 
motives as the ‘“‘Tom Thumb’, “‘De- 
Witt Clinton’, ‘‘John Bull’’ and oth- 
ers used during the period 1825-49. 
The story of these old iron-horses 
— who built them, when they were 
built, their specifications, and other 
interesting and historical facts — is 
given. There is also a supplemen- 
tary section which briefly describes 
some of the other models involved 
in events in history of railroading 
or mark major steps in its progress. 
If this interests you address your 
order to the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, U. S. Govt. Printing Office. 
Washington 25, D. C. Ask for Cata- 
log No. SI 3.3: 210 and include a dol- 
lar in payment. 


I wonder how many of you get to 
see the various new slogan cancel- 
lations which the Post Office Depart- 
ment permits in various plac- 
es around the nation. Here at the 
office we get to see a lot of them 
since our mail comes in from all 
over. Quite a few are attractive. 
We do publicize the post offices 
where slogans are in use, usually 
several weeks before their: inaugu- 
ral dates, depending always on the 
promptness with which the POD In- 
formation Service gets this data to 
us. 

While there are slogans which have 
a fairly decent value, the majority 
have no notable worth. This is one 
of those offshoots of the parent phi- 
lately which falls in the ‘‘fun most- 
ly” category, rather than something 
which would have some reasonable 
redeemable cash value after one is 
through with such a collection. 

As in most all collecting, the pleas- 
ure comes in the pursuit, posses- 
sion and the people one meets along 
the way. 

The ‘‘wise ones” place the right 
edge of their stamps about two inch- 
es in from the right edge of the 
envelope. This will many times get a 
“‘socked-on-the-nose’’ postmark on 
the stamp, and give a clear impres- 
sion of the slogan on the envelove. 
Some use the postal card which is a 
cent cheaper in postage, and less 
costly than an envelope and stuffer. 
Instead of keeping the entire itern 
a section of the card or envelope 
ap>roximately 4 inches wide, meas- 
ured from the right, and 2 inches 
deep, measured from the top, is 
cut out. This saves bulk in the al- 
bum while at the same time gives 
everything of importance pertinent 
to the slogan and postmark. 
Collectors also have a catalog. It

The southern part of our country 
located in the Mississippi delta was 
having trouble with a pest called the 
boll weevil. This culprit was causing 
havoc with the cotton crop of the 
area. Woolman and several of his 
friends created ‘“‘Huff Daland Dust- 
ers’’, the world’s first airplane crop 
dusting organization. 

The group pioneered in various 
new techniques which proved a true 
weapon against the monsters in min- 
iature which were feasting upon the! 
cotton crops of the area. Quickly 
the new organization spread its oper- 
ations into Mexico and South Amer- 
ica. In fact, in 1926 the group did 
the first crop dusting in Peru. 

On July 16, 1928 a Keystone plane 
piloted by Dan Tobin took Mr. Wool- 
man of Huff Daland Dusters and a 
representative of the Ingersoll Rand 
firm (which was also crop dusting 
in Peru) to the military airport of 
El Condor at Eloi Alfaro, near 
Guayaquil Ecuador. Soon an airmail 
contract was granted and they decid- 
ed to start service between Ecua- 
dor and Peru. The Keystone flew 
from Lima to Guayaquil. 

The Huff Daland Dusters and In- 
gersoll Rand merged with the Grace 
Lines and made a new firm called 
Pan American Grace Peruvian Air- 
ways, later on to become Pan 
American Grace. 

In 1928 the name was changed to 
Delta Air Service, Inc. Soon some 
90-mile-per-hour Travelaires were 
in the air for Delta in the States. 

On June 1, 1929 the first domes- 
tic passenger service from Dallas 
via Shreveport and Monroe to Jack- 





New Orleans to Havana, and beyond 
Havana to San Juan, P. R. and 
Caracas, Venezuela. In November 
1946 service was inaugurated over 
the New Orleans to Havana route. 
Later — July 1948 — it was extend- 
ed to Puerto Rico via Haiti. 

The Dominican Republic run was 
started January 10, 1953. Flight cov- 
er collectors have some of these 
C & S covers in their collections, but 
it must be remembered that this is 
part of the Delta history for as we 
mentioned previous C&S has merg- 
ed with Delta. 

We cannot leave this portion of 
Delta without mentioning Carleton 
Putnam, founder of C&S, who re- 
mained chairman of the board fol- 
lowing the merger with Delta. This 
pilot, while going to law_ school, 
saw an airplane in a window. He 
purchased the plane, took flying les- 
sons, and in 1933 organized Pacific 
Seaboard Lines, Inc. Thus was play- 
ed an important part in Delta’s his- 
tory — destiny moves in strange 
ways as can be found in early avi- 
ation developments. 

On April 1, 1955 Delta became the 
first airline to inaugurate interconti- 
nental service with DC-7’s, operating 
over its Chicago-New Orleans-Ha- 
vana-Montego Bay-Caracas route. In 
November CAB awarded the line 
1075 miles of new routes permitting 
it to extend into the Northeast. 1956 
saw service over the New York — 
Washington-Atlanta route, later ex- 
tended into Houston. 

In 1958 the Civil Aeronautics Board 
through decisions in the Great 
Lakes Southeast Service and 
St. Louis Southeast Service cases, 
approved a number of new services 
for Delta. On January 1, 1959 Delta 
went to Dayton, and on to Louis- 
ville, Columbus, Tampa and St. Pe- 
tersburg-Clearwater.

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Delta Air Corp. on December 31, 
1930. The year 1934 brought an air- 
mail contract (CAM Route 24) from 
Charleston to Dallas via Atlanta. The 
ariline now began the use of tri- 
motored Stinson planes which car- 
ried seven passengers at the speed 
of 100 miles per hour. 

The first airmail flight was July 4, 
1934. Delta and the Post Office De- 
partment gave full philatelic treat- 
ment, so today philatelists through- 
out the globe have examples of these 
pioneer envelopes. Our specimen 
was posted at Monroe, La. on the 
historic date, while on the reverse 
is a dedication to the ‘‘World’s 
Greatest Gas Field’? at Monroe. 

During this period Chicago and 
Southern Air Lines was developing, 
later merging with Delta (1953). 
This line had been organized in 1933 
as Pacific Seaboard Air Lines with 
flights between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. 

In 1936 Delta began using high 
speed Lockheed Electras which have 
been mentioned in our series of some 
other major lines. Later Delta pro- 
gressed to DC-2’s, 3’s and 4’s. 
Growth of the line continued with 
cities such as Fort Worth, Baton 
Rouge, Chicago, Charleston, and Mi- 
ami all becoming landing ports for 
Delta’s craft. 

Nor must we not forget the contri- 
butions of this line during World 
War II. It trained hundreds of pilots 
and mechanics as well as providing 
a transport service for the mili- 
In 1946 Chicago and Southern was 





Today the Delta home base is At- 
lanta Airport where the line has 
its modern headquarters. The line 
serves some 67 cities over an 11,385- 
mile system linking the New York- 
Washington and the Great Lakes re- 
gions with the South and Southwest, 
and all the resort capitals of the 
Caribbean Islands. 

The 1959 Delta fleet consists of 
DC-7’s and 7B’s, DC-6’s, and Super 
Convairs including some C-47’s and 
C-46 all-cargo transports. The line 
has an order for some $74,000,000 
worth of jet craft which includes the 
570mph Douglas DC-8’s and the 615- 
mph Convair 880. The first jet is 
expected in June, the 30th anniver- 
sary of the inauguration of passen- 
ger service across Dixie. 

The philatelic world must give its 
thanks to this great line for the 
many special first flight items it has 
carried. Also, its ample advance 
news of flights in the philatelic press 
gives readers sufficient time to pre- 
pare their own covers. We have seen 
many specialized Delta collections 
at Philatelic shows. 

We cannot close the Delta story 
without referring again to C. E. 
Woolman, the company’s president 
and guiding hand since its early be- 
ginnings over 30 years ago. Yes, we 
salute C. E. Woolman and _ the 
Delta team for service rendered both 
past and future. We must refer to the 
creed of Mr. Woolman which has 
been always the same — to main- 
tain fast and efficient, friendly, hos- 
pitable service wherever Delta flies.

With it is 
a cautionary note that it has been 
counterfeited and should not be pur-

light brown of the charming and at- 
tractive 1957 Chlidren’s Day set 
(showing a robust infant loping 
along and having a lot of fun at it) 
were overprinted in black: 

“Al-Jumhuriyat al-Arabiyat al-Mu- 
tahidah”’ (‘‘The United Arab Repub- 
lic’) in Arabic, across the child’s 
breast; the Arabic figures of date, 
which read, from right to left: 
6-10-1958’ (October 6, 1958, the 
first day of issue and Children’s 
Day) and “RAU” (the French-lan- 
guage abbreviation for UAR). 

The date is printed across the 
baby’s middle. ‘‘RAU’’, in very 
heavy black type, starts about aft 
the shin of his uplifted right -leg 
and ends on the thigh of the other 
one. 

Only 8000 remainders were avail- 
able for overprinting and issue, but 
the counterfeiters laid hands on 
much larger unoverprinted stocks 
of the set in private hands to try 
to chisel on the Mr. “X”’ racket of 
astronomically high prices for the 
set. 


memorative text, the country name 
and its English abbreviation, and 
the necessary postal oa value in- 
scriptions. 





It was very popular in both regions 
and with the Iraqis themselves. Al- 
so, in spite of cooling relations with 
the UAR as the result of the fall 
from grace of pro-UAR leader Col. 
Abdul Salem Aref and the increase 
in leftist influence in Premier Gen- 
eral Abdul Karim Qassim’s cabi- 
net, the Iraqi Republic announced 
that its stamps would henceforth be 
printed by the Survey Department 
in Cairo instead of in England. 

The first of these sets is that 
in honor of the new Arab League 
Headquarters Bldg., which has al- 
ready been prepared and sent from 
Cairo to Baghdad. 

As the first identical UAR com- 
memorative for both regions (save 
for piaster instead of mils currency) 
without regional designations, this 
stamp made postal history. It was 
the forerunner of complete postal 
unification including currency, in 
the near future, for definitives as 
well as commemoratives. (It will 
be remembered that the original, 
“unity”? issue bore the old country 
names of Egypt and Syria in addi- 
tion to the new ‘“‘UAR”’ caption). 


VIII: Aleppo Cotton Festival 
Provides Colorful Topicals 





November 9 saw the release of 


75,000 sets of a two-value airmail 
commemorative issue in the low 
face of 60p. (15¢c U. S.) to honor 
Aleppo’s annual Cotton Fair. The 
adhesives are identical in design 
and almost in color. Only the col- 
oring and design on the three bolts 
of cotton cloth which are being un- 
wound across the top and left center 
of the stamp are different. 





On the 25p. ‘light brown, the piece 
goods show a bolt of yellow cloth 
with white polka dots on the right, 
a bolt of white with light yellow 
polka dots in the center, and a piece 
of cloth with a light yellow herring- 
bone pattern on the left. 

To the right, under the first bolt 
of cloth, are seen the walls and 
towers of the Gate House of the 
Aleppo Citadel, the city’s most fa- 
mous landmark. These were built 
during the Crusades by King az- 
Zahir al-Ghazi the son of the famous 
Sultan of Islam, Saladin (Salah ud- 
Din al-Ayyubi). 

Beneath the bolts of cloth are 
seen cotton pods in bloom, resting 
on a bottom panel containing the 
commemorative inscription in En- 
glish, ‘‘Festival of the Cotton, 5-11 
October, 1958’’, and the English and 
Arabic expressions of value, 

The 35p. is in a slightly darker 
brown. The bolts of cotton cloth are 
colored in orange, red and carmine, 
from right to left; respectively, in- 
stead of in shades of yellow. Other- 
wise both stamps are identical, save 
for the value. 

The country name is spelled out 
in Arabic across the top of the 
stamp, but this is difficult to see on 
the 35p. copy. Beneath is the En- 
glish abbreviation ‘‘UAR’’, on top of 
a tiny Arabic text and " date line 
commemorating the occasion. The 
Arabic airmail inscription is also in 
tiny letters above the castle Gate 
House and, vertically, in English, 
on the left bolt of cloth. 


IX: Gliding Festival Set 


November 28 was the first day 
of issue of the Syrian region’s first 
Gliding Festival issue under the 
UAR.

The 500,000 copies of October 14th’s 
“Celebrating the Republic of Iraq’’ 
commemorative were enough to 
stop the stamp speculators in Da- 
mascus, and, by contrast, to show 
the superiority of the Survey of 
Egypt’s photogravure process over 
Syria’s typographical media. 

This 12%p. red stamp has already 
been written up in detail in this 
paper, including its background in- 
formation, so that a brief review of 
the design will suffice for this series. 

A hand, breaking chains and hold- 
ing the Torch of Liberty, with the 
flag of Iraq in the background 
makes up the design. On it are 
superimposed the date of the Iraqi 
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(souvenir sheet) tied to an official agency registered cover.

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Ryukyus Rate Hike 
May Mean New Issue 


According to an item in the Oki- 
nawa ‘‘Morning Star’’ of April 29, 
submitted by Capt. R. W. Buchanan 
who is stationed in the Ryukyus, a 
general change in the rates of for- 
eign mail originating in the Islands 
was instituted May 5. 

Airmail going to U. S., Hawaii, 
Alaska, Canada, and Asia Minor 
(Turkey), is now 35c, an increase 
of 6c over the former rates. 

Jojin Tomiyama, chief of the Ryu- 
kyu government postal service sec- 
tion explained that the revision has 
been necessitated by the new inter- 
national postal agreement conclud- 
ed at Ottawa, Canada, in October 
1957. 

With the revision, all the previous- 
ly existing charges on postal mat- 
ter were adjusted adequately in the 
light of the universal postal agree- 
ment, he said. 

The air-letter rate has eased up- 
ward 2c to 15c, according to Capt. 
Buchanan, but he did not know at 
the time of writing whether present 
13¢c overprinted air-letter forms were 
to be further overprinted to the new 
rate, or new 15c forms supplied im-

Economic Commission for 
and the Far East held at Kuala 
Lampur in March 1958, two stamps, | 
of 12c and 30c denominations, were 
issued. They have as their subject 
the symbol of the United Natiens. 

In honor of the first Anniversary 
of Independence, a set of two val- 
ues was released August 31, 1958. 
The 10c shows the Merdeka (Inde- 
pendence) Stadium at Kuala Lum- 
pur, under the flag of the Federa- 
tion. The 30c bears tht portrait of 
the Yang di-Pertuan Agong, with 
the symbols of power, two maces 
an’? a kris. This was the first of the 
Federation’s issues to be printed by 
the photogravure process. 

The Rights of Man and the Instal- 
lation of the Sultan of Kedah issues 
have previously been covered in de- 
tail, earlier this year. 

Collecting Malayan Stamps—There 
is little doubt that anyone in‘erest- 
ed in Malayan stamps will wish to 
acquire the full range of Singapore 
pictorials, but 125 different stamps 
in the Federation definitive range 
may be somewkat daunting for the 
average eller. The four ‘“‘nation- 
al’’ denominations are easy, but 
what about the state stamps? 

Each of the eleven states has its 
own definitive set. Consisting of elev- 
en stamps, each set has a face of 


/$9 Malayan, or about $3 U.S. Thus 


the face value of the entire country 
amounts to approximately $33. This 
sum may pose no particular prob- 
lem for some collectors, but to oth- 
ers it represents quite a few cigar- 
ettes. 

The answer might be to concen- 
rate on one or more of the states. 

Whichever solution the collector 
adopts, there is one point which 
might be borne in mind: the volume 
of sales of stamps for postage pur- 
poses varies greatly from state to 
state, according to population and 
the influence of commerce and in- 
dustry. Perak and Selangor ad- 
hesives will be easier to find in used 
condition whereas used Perlis 
stamps are comparatively rare. 

For the collector interested in 
mint stamps there is, of course, no 
similar condition of scarcity. Ma- 
layan mint stamps can be obtained 
from Postal Headquarters in Kuala 
Lumpur, at face value. Dealers can 
get them from the same source or 
from the Stamp Bureau of the Crown 
Agents for Overseas Governments 
and Administrations in London or 
Washington,

Three New Issues 


From Jugoslavia 


May 3, 24 and 25 are listed as 
first days for three new issues from 
Jugoslavia which total a round doz- 
en stamps. Released May 3 with 
required usage on internal mail un- 
til May 9 was a pair of almost iden- 
tical design noting Red Cross Week. 





Of 2 dinars value each, one is in- 
scribed for postal use, while the oth- 
er is the required surtax for the 
Red Cross. The former is blue and 
red, edition 3,500,000 in sheets of 60. 
The tax item is ochre and red, edi- 
tion one million, also in sheets of 


60. 

The design by Bojana Spremo and 
Andreja Milenkovic, both of Bel- 
grade, is symbolic of the aid given 
families by the Red Cross. It bears 
the dates ‘‘1859-1959’’ noting the cen- 
tenary of the internationa: organiza- 
tion. Offset printing was by the na- 
tional printing facility in Belgrade.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


“Anderson-Frostad” 
Arrested In Canada 


“R. B. Anderson’’, otherwise Fro- 
de (or ‘‘Fred’’) Frostad whose un- 
orthodox approval buying methods 
were reported in Linn’s of April 27 
faces long-time removal from _ phil- 
atelic activity, according to John R. 
Proctor, stamp dealer of Box 46, 
Ferndale 20, Mich. 

As did various other dealers, Mr. 
Proctor waited for the Frostad 
check to clear before making ship- 
ment of approval merchandise and 
then reported his experience to the 
police of West Vancouver, B. C., 


Canada. Those authorities advised | 


him, under date of April 23, that 
“Anderson”’ and Frostad are one in- 
dividual. 

They reported also that they have 
Many complaints against him, that 
he is a convicted criminal on the 
charge of ‘‘defrauding the public’, 
and that he faces deportation to his 
native Norway. Further, they are 
holding ‘‘a large number of stamps’’ 
awaiting identification and return to 
their rightful owners. 

The Canadian police report fur- 
ther that Frostad is without funds, 
and that persons whose stamps have 
been actually received and disposed 
of by him, have no hopes of making 
any recovery.

Such conservation-pioneers as ‘‘Ted- 
dy’ Roosevelt provided protection 
as early as 1903, when Pelican Is- 
land off the Florida coast was set 
aside as a bird refuge-rookery. 

Not until 1924, however, did Con- 
gress authorize the purchase of bot- 
tom lands along the upper Mississip- 
pi River to serve as waterfowl ref- 
uges in this part of the country. Oth- 
er waterfowl havens were estab- 
lished in 1908-1930 in southern Ore- 
gon and northern California (Mal- 
heur and Klamath). 

In 1929 the Norbeck-Andresen Mi- 
gratory Bird Conservation Act re- 
flected the public interest in wa- 
terfowl conservation. The scope of 
the problem was such that single 
states could not adequately cope 
with it alone. 

The problem, too, was beyond 
such private organizations as the 
American Ornithologists’ Union, the 
Boone and Crockett Clubs, and the 
National Audubon Society. Action by 
the Federal Government became im- 
perative. be

Stamps For Ducks

As late as the turn of the century, » 


citizens, including sportsmen, 
hunters, and gunners, was strong 
that something might be done before 
the ‘‘duckless America’’ envisioned 
by Aldo Leopold became a reality. 
The aroused hunting public was in- 
strumental in getting the Migratory 
Bird Hunting Stamp Act passed by 
Congress March 16, 1934. 

It had been prefaced in 1929 by 
the Migratory Bird Conservation 
Act, which had provided for appro- 
priations for the purchase and main- 
tenance of areas for migratory wa- 
terfowl refuges. However, during 
the depression years adequate funds 
for appropriation were not avail- 
able. There was a general feeling 
that sportmen themselves should 
pay the bill. 

The 1934 MBHS Act was helped 
very considerably by Senator Nor- 
beck’s rider shunting $6 million of 
unexpended relief funds to the emer- 
gency duck rescue program. The 
Act provides that all migratory wa- 
terfowl hunters must buy the stamp, 
popularly known as the ‘duck 
stamp”. The Act requires that 90 
per cent of stamp sales should be 
used for the “‘location, ascertain- 
ment, acquisition, administration, 
maintenance, and development of 
suitable areas for inviolate migra- 
tory bird sanctuaries.”” The remain- 
ing 10 per cent was set aside for 
printing and _ distributing these 
stamps and for enforcement of the 
law. 

The Act has been changed by two 
amendments. In August 1949 the $1 
stamp became a $2 stamp. In Octo- 
ber 1951 the original 90-10 division 
was changed so that 10 per cent of 
the revenues was increased to 15 per 
cent as the need for more rigid law 
enforcement became apparent. _ 

As of June 30, 1957, the receipts 
from duck stamp sales have totaled 
over $54 million. 


The Stamps 


It is but natural that the buyer of 
a hunting permit be pleased when 
the tangible evidence of his pur- 
chase is more than a piece of paper 
full of fine print. In the case of 
“duck stamps” the purchaser is in- 
deed well rewarded.

War II, are sought by collectors. 
The MBH stamps fall into two ma- 
jor groups: the first fifteen were $1 
stamps; the stamps since the 1949- 
50 issue sell for $2. (A move to make 
the cost $3 is under serious consid- 
eration, but the current 
stamp still sells at $2). 


Old mint copies demand several | 


times the original price from stamp 
collectors, and even used stamps 
of early issues in good condition cost 
more than the original price. 

The stamps go on sale July 1 of 
each year; two exceptions were the 
first issue, which was not sold until 
August 25, 1934, and the 1949-50 
stamp, which was first sold on 
September 1, 1949. The first five 
stamps read “U. S. Department of 
Agriculture’, whereas all later 
stamps bear the U. S. Department 
of the Interior designation. 

It was in 1940 that the Bureau of 
Biological Survey was transferred 
from the USDA to the Department 
of the Interior and merged with the 
Bureau of Fisheries to form the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. The Bu- 
reau of Sport Fisheries and Wild- 
life, an agency of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, has control of the 
expenditures of the duck stamp rev- 
enues. 

But it is the Post Office Depart- 
ment which is responsible for the 
distribution, selling and accounting 
of sales, as well as engraving, print- 
ing, and issuing the ‘‘duck stamps’’. 

The names of various waterfow] 
appear on the face of the MBH 
stamps issued since 1952-53. All the 
stamps bear the words, ‘‘Void after 
June 30, 19—’’. Beginning with the 
13th stamp, 1946-57, the reverse side 
of the stamp has borne the warning 
that “It is unlawful to hunt water- 
fowl unless you sign your name in 
ink on the face of this stamp.” 

Before World War II Minnesota 
ranked first in the nation in sales of 
duck stamps; thereafter, California 
took the lead. Since 1953, the sales 
in Minnesota have declined; Minne- 
sota became third-ranking state, 
with Texas second. 


Benefits from Stamp Sales 


The sportsman who has bought his 
“duck stamp”’ for two decades and 
longer has reason to raise the ques- 
tion, “What, besides the stamps, 
have we to show for all these reve- 
nues collected?’’ Over $6 million of 
duck stamp funds have been spent in 
the protection of the waterfowl-birds, 
ie., for the enforcement of Federal 
laws. 

Waterfowl refuge development 
and maintenance have been even 
more important. More than $20 mil- 
lion of duck stamp revenues have 
been spent to develop national wa- 
terfowl refuges. 

In 1934 the Wildlife Service had 
41 refuges for waterfowl, totalling 
911,039 acres. Two decades later in 
1953 more than 200 refuges were 
maintained, protecting an acreage 
exceeding three million acres. (3,- 
242,810). 





In Minnesota, near Thief River 
Falls, the Tamarac National Wild- 
life Refuge was established in 1935. 
In the northern Becker County about 
30,000 acres (lake area 9,500 acres)

Lincoln At Mother’s 
Knee On New Cachet 


Fourteen of the most important 
years of Abraham Lincoln’s life—the 
formative period of seven to 21— 
were spent in Indiana, a _ historical 
fact which is being noted by a spe- 
cial cacheted cover by an Indiana 
stamp group in June. 

Sponsored by the Indianapolis 
Club of Western Electric Employees, 
the cover is a part of a package 
offer which gives full prominence to 
the 1816-1830 period in the Great 
Emancipator’s life. The sepia ca- 
chet on a pale buff envelope depicts 
a studious young Lincoln studying 
at the knee of his step-mother, with 
suitable caption. 

Enclosures include a_ six-page 
folder of information about the 
scene depicted, a facsimile auto- 
graphed note of Lincoln’s 1860 era, 
and a full-color postcard of the 
great man as a Hoosier youth. 

The price per cover, complete 
with enclosures, is 15c, three for 
40c, franked with the May 30 4c 
Lincoln commem and posted from 
Lincoln City, Ind. Covers will be 
pencil addressed unless collectors 
suply their own gummed or peel- 
able, already addressed, labels. Or- 
ders should be sent to ‘“‘Covers’’, 
Box 6467, Lawrence 26, Ind.

| have been set aside where a few 
thousand ducks nest each year. 

The principal species are mal- 
lards, ring-neck ducks,  golden- 
eyes, and blue-winged teal. The 
primary purpose of the refuge is 
“‘waterfowl’’ but the overall picture 
is multiple land use, which _in- 
cludes timber management and pub- 
lic recreation. 

Mud Lake Refuge near Holt in 
eastern Marshall County is another 
such area, covering 60,000 acres. So 
also is the smaller (15,000 acres) 
Rice Lake Refuge near McGregor in 
Aitkin County. The largest refuge in 
the Gopherland area is the Upper 
Mississippi River Refuge, with its 
117,272 acres; this includes parts of 
Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois, and Wis- 
consin. 

Another service from duck stamp 
sales of benefit to the sportsman is 
waterfowl investigation and_ re- 
search. This includes census-taking 
of waterfowl. 

This is an involved and costly un- 
dertaking beyond the scope of any 
single state which helps provide a 
more reliable answer to the real 
question uppermost in the hunter’s 
mind: ‘‘are there more ducks and 
geese?”’ P 

It will be generally conceded that 
a low point in waterfowl populations 
was reached during the dry thirties; 
also that during the past 25 years 
there has been a general increase. 
How much of an increase per hunt- 
er, in what species, and in what 
| areas, is not as easily ascertained. 
| Whether the increase has been by 
| man’s efforts alone is also not so 
definitely determined. Even before 
man meddled. waterfow] populations 
were not static. 

A high of over 100 million ducks 
and geese in 1943 (some give the 
figure 120 to 130 million) has been 





by 1947 (47 million). Since 1950 
there has been some increase. World 
War II helped the waterfowl popu- 
lation with a change in target and 
shortage of ammunition. The return 
of the serviceman made for an in- 
crease in the army of hunters. 

Ducks Unlimited, an aggres- 
sive non-governmental organization 
which has approached the waterfow] 


to 2,300,000 in 1956 — a 500 per cent 
increase. DU holds that the increase 
in waterfowl during the same period 
was 300 per cent, their estimate of 
the 1935 propulation of ducks and 
geese being 37 million. 

The Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife (USDI) indicates in a report 
released February 26, 1958 that, 
counting all waterfowl wintering in 
the Mississippi flyaway (Minnesota 
south to the Gulf) the total as of Jan- 
uary 13-23 was 8 per cent below 
1957 but 24 per cent above an 8-year 
average (1950-57). Geese were 2 per 
cent above 1957 but 6 per cent over 
the 8-year figure, whereas ducks 
were 11 per cent below 1957 but 25 
per cent above the 1950-57 aver- 
age. The number of teal, mallards, 
baldpates, gadwalls, and shovellers 
was good, but the status of the 
goldeneye, ringneck, canvasback, 
and wood duck needs watching. 
The importance of waterfowl habi- 
tat in determining the distribution 
of the birds was emphasized in the 
report, which concluded with ‘good 
habitat and healthy waterfowl popu- 
lations go hand in hand.”? Minnesota 
has been aware of the importance 
of wetlands with a program for 
their preservation several years.

wetlands preservation has long been 
recognized. To furnish much need- 
ed additional revenue, Minnesota 
hunters and sportsmen now pay an 
additional $1 surcharge on _ their 
hunting licenses, the revenue being 
intended for ‘‘the acquisition and 
development of wildlife lands.” 

The Wetlands Bill became effec- 
tive April 25, 1957. At that time the 
1957 small game hunting license had 
already been printed, and a number 
of them sold. To conform with the 
legislative requirement, each holder 
of such a license was required to 
present his license to the County 
Auditor and purchase the ‘‘Wetlands 
Stamp”’. 

This stamp. was attached to the 
license. The 1958 license has the 
surcharge printed on the license 
proper: consequently, there will be 
no 1958 wetlands stamp. 

Only hunters, those purchasing the 
hunting license, were to have the 
1957 stamp. However, some collec- 
tors unknowingly acted contrary to 
regulations by purchasing not only 
|one but often several copies of the 
wetland stamp without owning a 
hunting license. The question arises: 
why limit sale of this stamp when 
the purpose is to raise money and 
save a substantial segment of Min- 
nesota’s superlative water heritage 
which is being dissipated at an 
alarming rate through agricultural 
drainage?

stamp. Roger Preuss submitted the 
award winning design for the 1949-59 
stamp; his sketch depicted Ameri- 
can Goldeneye ducks whistling their 
way onto the cold waters of a Min- 
nesota lake. His was the first of the 
$2 stamps. 

Yet most hunters and sportsmen, 
and even gunners, will be glad to 
pay an additional dollar if it helps 
the waterfowl population to increase 
enough so some harvest can be

Dear Mr. Rueth: 


I’m writing this note as a sort of 
open letter to Mr. M. S. Brainard, 
in reference, particularly, to his ar- 
ticle in Linn’s of April 13, entitled 
“On Culling Philatelic Chaff from 
the Wheat’. I’ve read Mr. Brain- 
ard’s articles before, in various pub- 
lications, and always enjoy them. 
However, I do object strongly to this 








. Brainard, in his article, set 
himself up as an advisor to begin- 
ning and _ uniformed collectors. 
“Collect”, he says, ‘‘only collect- 
ible items’’. But what is the stan- 
dard? Does the _ existence of 
straight edge on a 50c Parcel Post 
make it uncollectable? Why? 

Isn’t the straight edge actually a 
sign that it is scarcer than those 
perforated on all sides, since there 
are usually fewer SE’s in a sheet 
than ‘‘good’’ stamps? Why perfins? 
Isn’t it true that some perfins are 
actually worth more than the basic 
stamp? 

And why not precancels, while he 
is at it? Wasn’t there a time when 
informed collectors refused to have 
a precancel in their collections? 
Ah, but times have changed, and 
now Mr. Brainard doesn’t mention 
these ‘‘non-collectibles’’, in that part 
of his article. 

When the poor kids who are to in- 
herit this depleted collection attempt 
to replace that 50c Parcel Post with 
a “collectible’’ copy, they'll find 
themselves out of pocket money for 
some time. 

ask — what’s wrong with a 
slightly damaged copy of a scarce 
stamp until a better one comes 
along? Of course it isn’t worth as 
much, in cash, as the superb copy, 
but are these kids investing toward 
an early retirement, or are they col- 
lecting stamps? 

At what point in the estimate of 
stamp centering does a_ stamp 
change its status from a poorly cen- 
tered collectible copy to an uncol- 
lectible one? The same could be ask- 
Ae regarding heaviness of cancella- 
ion. 

Carrying his theory only a step 
farther, how long will it be before 
(in view of the ridiculous trend to- 
ward perfection that is demanded) 
a stamp that is not mathematically 
centered with original gum will be 
considered uncollectible? 

In conclusion, I feel that Mr. 
Brainard has a perfect right to col- 
lect as he chooses. But he is betray- 
ing the confidence placed in him 
when tries to convince others that 
his way is the only right way. Let 
him advise the beginner as to the 
effect of condition on value so that 
the beginner will not be misled into 
paying more for an item that it is 
really worth on the market. But to 
say flatly that these more or less 
faulty items are ‘“‘not collectible’ 
and must be destroyed — that, I 
feel, is going too far.

Cause Mail Delay 


Tea, Coffee, Creamery, Temper- 
ance, Whiskeytown and Prosit are 
a few of the interesting names that 
have been given to some of Uncle 
Sam’s 36,605 post offices, Postmas- 
ter Geenral Arthur E. Summerfield 
noted in a recent interview. 





of many of the names, Mr. Sum- 
merfield emphasized the need for 
carefully and legibly written ad- 
dresses, no matter how rare the 
name of the post office may appear 
to be. Proper addressing includes 
identifying the thoroughfare as to 
street, avenue, boulevard, etc.; 
using the postal zone number when 
there is one; and fully and clearly 
spelling out state names rather than 
abbreviating them. A return ad- 
dress is also essential, the PMG 
added. 

Many post offices have been 
named for animals, birds and fish. 
Georgia and Washington each have 
a Tiger and there is a Lionville, Pa. 
There are both a Horse Shoe Run 
and Horse Springs in West Virginia. 
New York has a Horseheads and 
Florida, a Horse Shoe Beach, while | 
Virginia has post offices narne} 
Horsepen and Horsey. | 
Deer is in Arkansas, while 6 | 
states have an Eagle and 4 a! 
Turkey. Otter, Montana, and Otter- | 
tail, Minn. are also in this cate- | 
gory. Eighteen states have post 
offices named Buffalo; four, Fox; | 
and Wyoming and Kentucky have |} 
a Wolf each. Lamb is in Kentucky, | 
Chicken in Alaska, and Quail in 
Texas. There are a Duck in West | 
Virginia, a Raccoon in Kentucky, | 
and Salmon in Idaho, while King | 
Salmon is located in Alaska, 
Washington has a Nighthawk and | 
Mississippi has the only Alligator, 
while Louisiana and West Virginia 
share a Trout apiece and only Iowa | 
has a Swan. There is an Elk in| 
four states, but Wyoming has the 
only Moose. Pigeon is in Michigan 
as well as West Virginia, and five 
states have post offices named 
Falcon. 

There is a Deepwater in four 
states, two have Shallowater, six 
Coldwater, two Goodwater, and 
Wisconsin has Fairwater. There 
is a Warm bake in Idaho, Warm 
Springs in six states, and Wyoming 
has a Chugwater. 

Texas has Silver and seven states 
have post offices named Golden. 
There are three offices named Coal 
City, two Iron City and two Oil 
City. Michigan has a Copper City, 
and Texas the only Ore City.

The. lots were 
not large but the computed value 
figured against Gibbons retail was 
pretty high on most lots. The rea- 
son for some was the arrow blocks 
and center line blocks that were a 
part of some of the airmail stamps. 

The asking price was reasonable 
enough on the Gibbons retail basis 
but the point is that PRECANCEL 
collectors don’t buy arrow blocks or 
centerline blocks or the like. 5o the 
buyer will have to try to sell. to a U 
S. collector who is not too particular. 

I remember when the 30c bison 
stamp appeared with the shift in 
the lettering. Some dealers tried to 
capitalize on that through the pre- 
cancel collectors, but the latter just 
did not respond. Sure an occasional 
denomination collector got one for 
his collection but after that, that 
was it. 

I don’t even recall getting a re- 
quest to hunt one up for any collec- 
tor. My point is not to run down 
specialization of U.S. stamps — that 
is fine for those who like it and 
can afford it — but I am simply re- 
porting that such things seldom ap- 
peal to a precancel collector.
